The Halifax Mooseheads 
haven’t been the talk of 
the town for some time 
now. 

But that’s about to 
change with the acquisi¬ 
tion of Cole Harbour hock¬ 
ey star Nathan MacKinnon. 

“There’s no player any¬ 
where in Canada that 
could’ve brought us this 
kind of buzz,” team majori¬ 
ty owner Bobby Smith said 
yesterday, after the deal to 
bring MacKinnon to Hali¬ 
fax from Baie-Comeau was 
made official. 

Considered the best 
prospect out of the Quebec 
Major Junior Hockey 


League since another Cole 
Harbour star played in the 
league — you may have 
heard of Sidney Crosby — 
MacKinnon has people 
talking Mooseheads hock¬ 
ey again. 

And that’s great news 
for a franchise that has 
missed the playoffs for 
three straight seasons and 
watched record-low 

turnouts at the rink. 

“There’s no question it’s 
going to be a great thing 
for our franchise to have a 
player like this and a young 
man like this on our team, 
particularly where he is a 
local kid,” Smith said. 

But he also said they’re 
“not going to overhype 
things” with the 15-year- 
old.

“People are going to 
come back in the rink and 
watch him play, but we 
want to just let Nathan 
grow into this ... and let 


his play speak for itself,” 
he said. 

“We’ll be trying to insu¬ 
late him rather than trying 
to push him to the fore¬ 
front.” 

For fans not in the 
know, MacKinnon isn’t the 
only big name joining the 
Herd for the coming sea¬ 
son. 

After MacKinnon was 
drafted first by Baie- 
Comeau in last month’s 
draft, Halifax took, with 
the second pick, talented 
forward Jonathan Drouin 
and, later, goaltender 
Zachary Fucale at No. 11 
overall. 

“I just think it’s going to 
be a very good team and a 
very fun team to watch,” 
Smith said. 


Mooseheads 
hope to end 
box-office 
blues 


The phone hasn’t been 
ringing off the hook. 

But Brian Urquhart, the 
Halifax Mooseheads vice- 
president of business oper¬ 
ations, says people have 
been calling about tickets 
since news broke Monday 
that Nathan MacKinnon 
would be joining the Herd. 
Some have even purchased 
season-ticket packages, 
though Urquhart wouldn’t 
give an exact figure. 

“I will say July 12 and Ju¬ 
ly 13 have been busier than 
normal,” he said. “But it’s 
still pretty early to tell 
what impact news like this 
will have.” 

The team isn’t saying 
how many season tickets 
have been sold for the 
2011-12 campaign to this 
point. Last year, Urquhart 
said the figure was 
between 2,000 and 3,000. 

But no matter what, get¬ 
ting a player with MacKin¬ 
non’s star power can only 
help at the box office. 

“There’s no doubt 
Nathan is a player that peo¬ 
ple are interested in,” 
Urquhart said. “The fans 
that are on board are 
extremely excited and 
hockey fans in general are 
now excited.”

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Police 
frustrated 
by shooting 

O Police finding new ways to target 
gun crime in HRM © Announcement

The targets of HRM’s lat¬ 
est shooting aren’t co-op¬ 
erating with the 
authorities, police say. 

“We believe there is a 
whole lot more to this sto¬ 
ry, and that the people in¬ 
volved know each other,” 
said Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice spokeswoman There¬ 
sa Rath, in reference to a 
shooting near a Dart¬ 
mouth convenience store 
on Tuesday evening. 

Shots were fired at two 
people inside a vehicle as 
they were driving away 
from the store at 553 
Pleasant St. 

Police say the males — 
aged 21 and 18 — were 
confronted by two men 
they knew as they left the 
store around 6:30 p.m. 
One had a gun, police say, 
and as the victims sped 
away in a black Honda 
Civic, several shots were 
fired, a number of which 
hit the car. 

There were no injuries. 

“They contacted police 
but they are not willing to 
co-operate with the police 
investigation,” she said of 
the victims. 



“Suffice it to say 
we’re going to con¬ 
tinue to target the 
people we believe 
are responsible for 
firearm offences in 
our community.

There have been 46 
shootings in HRM so far 
this year — that’s one 
more shooting than in all 
of 2010.

Raccoon case eased 


A Saskatchewan father 
who said he shot his 
daughter’s boyfriend to 
save her from drugs is go¬ 
ing back to jail. 

It’s an apparent end to a 
long-running and emotion¬ 
al legal battle for two fami¬ 
lies. 

Kim Walker, 54, was 
sentenced yesterday to 
eight years in prison after 
a jury found him guilty of 
manslaughter in the 2003 
death of James Hayward. 

Justice Ellen Gunn in 
Yorlcton deducted six and a 
half years for the more 
than three years Walker 
has already spent in jail. 
He’ll serve another 18 
months. 

Court heard during the 
trial in May that Walker 
shot Hayward five times — 
and then leaned down and 
drew a bloody cross on the 
dying man’s forehead. 

Jadah Walker was 16 
when she moved into Hay¬ 
ward’s home in Yorlcton. 
He was 24. 

Court heard that Walk¬ 
er feared for his daughter’s 
life as well as his own. 

He testified that Jadah 
was doing drugs after mov¬ 
ing in with Hayward. He

A legal loophole is allow¬ 
ing a Washington state 
man accused of child sex 
crimes to view child 
pornography in jail. 

Weldon Marc Gilbert is 
acting as his own lawyer 
in the case — and that 
means he’s entitled to re¬ 
view the evidence. 

The evidence in the case 
includes more than 100 
videos seized from 
Gilbert’s Lake Tapps home 
after his 2007 arrest. Offi¬ 
cials say some footage was 
shot by Gilbert. 

“Make no mistake — I 



had tried to get police and 
school counsellors to help, 
but no one did. 

At one point, Walker pe¬ 
titioned to have his daugh¬ 
ter held for 72 hours in a 
psychiatric ward. By then 
her weight had dropped to 
about 95 pounds from 135. 

She went back to Hay¬ 
ward’s house shortly after 
she was released — the day 
of the shooting. 

Jadah Walker testified 
that Hayward was a “bad 
influence” on her life — he 
sold drugs and injected her 
with morphine. 

She also testified that 
Hayward had threatened 
her parents. 

She said her father 
came to Hayward’s house

A heartbroken Hamid 
Karzai stood weeping in 
his murdered half-broth¬ 
er’s open grave in Kanda¬ 
har yesterday as one of 
southern Afghanistan’s 
mightiest power brokers, 
felled by the point-blank 
bullets of a confidante- 
turned-assassin, was laid 
to rest. 

Beyond the confines of 
the sprawling government 
guest house where the 
Afghan president was 
grieving, however, few 
were shedding a tear for 
Ahmed Wali Karzai. 

“My message to the Tal¬ 


iban, my brothers, is that 
they should stop killing 
their own people,” presi¬ 
dent Karzai told the gath¬ 
ered mourners. 

Beyond the walls of the 
compound known as 
Mandigalc Palace, an eerie

Google didn’t build its new 
Plus service simply to have 
an online hangout like 
Faceboolc. 

Rather, Google’s new so¬ 
cial-networking endeavour 
is trying to gain valuable in¬ 
sights into people’s lives 
and relationships. This 
could help the company do 
a better job of targeting ads 
so that advertisers would 
pay more and have less rea¬ 
son to spend on Faceboolc. 

If it succeeds, Plus repre¬ 
sents Google’s best shot yet 
at muscling into a market 
that has threatened to top¬ 
ple the Internet search and 
advertising leader, as Face- 
book leads the way in mak¬ 
ing the online world social. 

On the surface, Plus is 
reminiscent of Faceboolc — 
with a Google touch.

Google Plus is still in a re¬ 
stricted, test phase. Only 
time will tell if it takes off 
among the broader public 
or if it’s too little, too late to 
face off with Faceboolc and 
Twitter on the social front 
— just as Microsoft has 
failed to surpass Google in 
search with latecomer Bing. 


Google Inc. has done 
quite well without its own 
social network. Its online 
search engine accounts for 
two-thirds of queries made 
in the U.S., and even more 
in parts of Europe. Its rev¬ 
enue is expected to surpass 
$36 billion US this year. 

Online behaviours are 
changing, though. People 
are spending more time on 
Faceboolc and other social 
networks. Google, mean¬ 
while, has bungled past so¬ 
cial media efforts. A sharing 
program called Wave was 
quickly killed off and Buzz, 
a later venture, was the cen¬ 
tre of a privacy fiasco. 

Early response to Google 
Plus has been positive. But 
that’s no guarantee for 
broader success. 

“Google needs to have a 
social strategy that is rele¬ 
vant to Google and the way 
people use Google applica¬ 
tions,” said Susan Etlinger, 
analyst at Altimeter Group.

WHAT’S BUGGING YOU? 

What do mosquitoes like 
more than clean, human 
skin? Stinky socks. Scien¬ 
tists think the musky 
odour of human feet can 
be used to attract and kill 
mosquitoes that cariy 
deadly malaria. The 
Gates Foundation 
announced yesterday it 
will help fund one such 
project in Tanzania. 

The traps could 
provide the first practical 
way of controlling malar¬ 
ia infections outside. 

Dutch scientist Dr. 

Bart Knols first 
discovered mosquitoes 
were attracted to foot 
odour by standing in a 
dark room naked and ex¬ 
amining where he was 
bitten, said Dr. Fredros 
Okumu, the head of the 
research project at Tanza¬ 
nia’s Ifalcara Health Insti¬ 
tute. But over the 
following 15 years, 
researchers struggled to 
put the knowledge to 
use. 

Then Okumu discov¬ 
ered that the stinky smell 
— which he replicates us¬ 
ing a careful blend of 
eight chemicals — 
attracts mosquitoes to a 
trap where they can be 
poisoned. The odour of 
human feet attracted 
four times as many mos¬ 
quitoes as a human vol¬ 
unteer.

Choose the right colour 

“Stick to shades of brown 
and stay clear of black, as 
this will bring harshness to 
the face, even on natural 


brunettes,” he says. “Blondes 
should go for a shade just a 
little darker than their natu¬ 
ral colour, such as light 
brown.” 


3 

Create your shape 

“Thickly draw in the shape 
you want with an eyebrow 
pencil or some loose 
powder. I don’t use a liquid 
eyeliner pen because it does¬ 
n’t look natural. Apply a lot 
of colour on the top half of 
the eyebrow (not under) as 
this will help lengthen and 
widen your gaze. Once you 
reach the tip of the eyebrow, 
never go too low because it 
will drag the eye down.”

Tap it out 

“Aim for natural, not drag 
queen. Tap and brush the 
colour using your fingers 
and then use a Q-tip to 
remove any excess. Use the 
Qjtip to blend in the colour 
and avoid graphic straight 
lines that look fake,” he 
says.

He does 
what he calls “malce-bet- 
ters” to help people 
change their lives for the 
better. From fashion inter¬ 
ventions to interior de¬ 
sign, Kressley does 
whatever the situation 
calls for. 

He rolls into each town 
to find individuals with 


the most inspiring stories 
who could use a helping 
hand. 

“We talk to people and 
local officials to find out 
who really needs a 
makeover. It’s not just 
who has a bad perm, it’s 
who has a great story, 
who’s inspiring,” he said. 
“We have amazing trans¬ 
formations both on the 
outside, but I think more 
importantly, on the in¬ 
side.” 

Kressley is no stranger 
to makeovers, with years 
of experience as the host 
of Queer Eye. And from 


what he has seen, there is 
usually a recurring theme 
in all the makeovers he 
does. 

“People just stop paying 
attention,” he said. “You 
get busy with work, fami¬ 
ly or with your life, and 
it’s really important for 
people to remember that 
they’re worth taking care 
of.” 

A good way to stay out 
of the rut, Kressley says, is 
to keep educating and in¬ 
spiring yourself. Whether 
it is from fashion maga¬ 
zines, watching runway 
shows or just going out on 
the streets to see what 
people are wearing - 
which is exactly what he 
does to stay up to date. 

But Kressley says it’s 
not just about transform¬ 
ing people on the outside. 
Like the story of a 61-year- 
old woman who had lived 
as a man for 58 years be¬ 
fore having sexual re-as- 
signment surgery. 

With no experience 
with makeup or how to 
dress as a woman, Kress¬ 
ley helped her get com¬ 
fortable in her own skin. 
But it was the amount of 
support she received that 
surprised him, and is just 
the kind of story that 
sums up the essence of his 
show. 

“It was one of those eye¬ 
opening moments where 
it’s much bigger than just 
a makeover show,” he 
said. “It’s a show about 
our society and how peo¬ 
ple are embracing diversi¬ 
ty, so it’s pretty cool.” 


Too tan is a beauty no-no, 
but sand - or at least sand- 
coloured cosmetics - can 
give you a wearable and 
flattering fresh-from-the- 
beach look.

Anyone 
who has 
bought a

is aware of the popularity 
of hardwood flooring; it’s 
often the reason we buy 
one home over another. 

Wood flooring, installed 
properly, in a suitable 
colour and wood type, can 
be enjoyed for a lifetime. 

Choose the wrong stain, 
wood or size of wood plank 
and you’ll have a trendy, 
expensive mess on your 
hands that isn’t always so 
easy to change. 

“The biggest mistake 
people make when choos¬ 
ing hardwood flooring is 
that they tiy to follow 
short-lived trends,” says 
hardwood flooring expert 
Bill Schinas of Smithwood 
Floors in Etobicoke, Ont. 

“Choosing a wood type 
and stain colour that be¬ 
longs in the architectural 


style of your home will al¬ 
low the wood floors to last 
a lifetime.” 

Here’s a few of this floor¬ 
ing guru’s dos and don’ts 
when choosing hardwood. 

Do: Choose a wood type that 
is suitable for your lifestyle. 

Most open-concept style 
homes work best with a 
hardwood like oak or 
maple. Oak tends to give a 
more traditional feel to the 
house while maple floors 
offer a more contemporary 
feel. 

Don’t: Choose your wood 
type around your decor 
scheme, but around the 
era/architecture of your 
home. 


If you live in a modem con¬ 
do, then choose a trendy 
flooring choice like grey- 
stained maple flooring. If 
you’re buying an art-and- 
crafts style home then a 
deep cherry wood flooring 
would be most suitable. 

Do: Follow trends of light or 
dark flooring as these tend to 
stick around for a long time. 

The trend to dark wood 
has been around for about 
10 years and slightly 
lighter tones are now 
emerging. 

Don’t: Choose wide planked 
floor boards just because 
they are a trend. 

They can make a small 
space feel smaller and will 


not suit the scale of most 
rooms in the new condos 
and homes. 

Wide planked floors 
will always look great in 
either traditional or 
industrial style homes. 

Do: Consider stain colours 
like walnut as it is the most 
neutral of all the stain 
colours. 

Note that cherry stains 
will have a more orange 
colour, mahogany will 
have more red and 
driftwood will have more 
grey (which is a big trend 
right now, but I think it 
will be short-lived). 

Don’t: Allow your decorator 
to choose your wood type 


and stain. 

If building a house and 
working with a designer 
and architect, allow your 
architect to make the 
flooring suggestion. 

They will not be as 
affected by trends and will 
incorporate the flooring 
choice into the integrity of 
the house’s architectural 
scheme. 

Do: Consider installing unfin¬ 
ished hardwood flooring. 

Although there is more 
work to install on site, it 
will look more profession¬ 
al. The wood strip lengths 
are longer and they can be 
sanded and stained many 
times over the floor’s life¬ 
time. 


Karl’s tips: 


► Never match the wood 
furniture you have to your 
floor. Wood furnishings 
(kitchen cabinets includ¬ 
ed) should stand off, not 
blend into, the floor. 

► Use no more than three 

wood types/colours in 
any one room including 
flooring, furniture and 
picture frames. This make 
for a less-busy looking 
room. 

Pre-finished flooring of¬ 
ten has microbevels be¬ 
tween the planks, making 
it more difficult to sand 
and stain in the future.

Question: My husband and I 
have argued about this since 
the day we got married. Can 
you please share the proper 
way to load a dishwasher? 
Frustrated Wife, Vancouver 

Dear Frustrated Wife: 

I know exactly what 
you’re talking about! 

We had that same argu¬ 
ment in my household 
when I was a kid, and it 


was only resolved when I 
became a butler and 
learned the correct way! 

Here are nine golden 
rules that work no matter 
what type of dishwasher 
you have. 

1. For the cleaning cycle to 
work correctly, water 
needs to be able to circu¬ 
late around all of the dish¬ 
es. 

2. Overcrowding is the 
most common problem. 

3. Rinse dishes before load¬ 
ing. 

4. Use racks for their desig¬ 
nated purpose i.e. glass¬ 
ware on the top rack. 

5. Items requiring more ro¬ 
bust cleaning should be 
placed on the bottom rack. 

6. Always use the amount 
of soap recommended by 
the manufacturer. 

7. Always use a rinse aid. 



This really does help keep 
the dishes spotless (no gim¬ 
mick here, I promise!) 

8. If your dishwasher has a 
salt dispenser check to see 
if you have hard or soft wa¬ 
ter in your area. 

The harder your water, 
the increased chances that 
you will need salt in the 
dishwasher to avoid 
residue buildup. 

9. If your dishwasher isn’t 
full, don’t run a full cycle. 
Run the 10-minute rinse 
cycle. 

This will rinse your dirty 
dishes and you can contin¬ 
ue to fill the dishwasher 
until you have a full load. 
How to load the dishwasher 
Loading dishes with room 
around them allows for the 
water to circulate and 
clean them.

If you’re lucky, you’ve nev¬ 
er known a world without 
olive oil or a time when 
Parmesan cheese only 
came in green cans. 

But there was such a 
world. Once stigmatized as 
the cuisine of “garlic 
eaters,” Italian food and its 
ingredients were almost 
impossible to find in North 
America 40 years ago. 

“Certain foods were so 
associated with lower-class 
people that it was a way of 
keeping those people and 
their food in their place," 
says John Mariani, author 
of How Italian Food Con¬ 
quered the World. 

But as increased travel 
and waves of new immi¬ 
grants coaxed Americans 
to be more adventurous, 
Italian food found its way 
onto American tables — 
and into their hearts. 

During the 1960s and 
‘70s, retailers began mar¬ 
keting "healthy" Italian in¬ 
gredients, such as olive oil. 

And during the 1980s, 
big-name chefs like Wolf¬ 
gang Puck adapted and en¬ 
hanced foods like pizza, 
giving them culinary credi¬ 
bility and pushing them in¬ 
to the mainstream. 

“Italian food appeals to 
such a broad spectrum,” 
says Jonathan Waxman of 
the New York restaurant 
Barbuto. “It appeals to 
kids, snobby people, rustic 
diners. It appeals to big 
groups, or an elegant din¬

ner. It goes the full gamut.” 

Like other chefs who 
came up in the 1980s, 
Waxman made his name 
applying his classical 
French training to Ameri¬ 
can ingredients. 

But he never forgot the 
“old-school” Italian dishes 
he knew as a child in San 
Francisco, the cioppino 
and veal scaloppine. 

At Barbuto, and in his 
new book Italian, My Way, 
Waxman adapts the sim¬ 
plicity, seasonality and, 
most of all, the spontane¬ 
ity of Italian dishes to 
American sensibilities. 

Among the recipes is 
this Angel Hair Pasta with 
Crab, Jalapeno and Mint. 

Preparation: 

I ln bowl, combine crab- 
meat, jalapeno, garlic, 
mint, butter. Set aside. 

2 Bring a large saucepan 
of salted water to a boil. 
Cook pasta according to 
package directions, 
about 3 minutes. When 
pasta is al dente (still 
slightly firm at the cen¬ 
tre), do not strain. 

3 Use tongs or a slotted 
spoon to scoop out pas¬ 
ta and add it to crab mix¬ 
ture. Toss, then add 
lemon juice. Season 
with salt.
